A long conference was held in the office 
of Governor Taylor tonight, there being 
present, besides Governor Taylor, Colo- 
nel Mengel, Colonel Williams, General 
Collier, Judge Yost and William Sweeney, 
the latter two attorneys for Governor 
Taylor. The conference was secret and 
none of ‘those engaged in it would consent 


_ to talk. 
They allowed it to be tacitly un-" 


derstood, however, that the position 
of Governor Taylor was the same as 
that stated early in the day. 


Early in the day, before he had rectiv- 
ed a copy of the agreement, Governor 
Taylor discussed the conditions as he un- 
derstood them to be before receiving ofli- 
cia] notice, and said: 

Taylor Refuses To Talk. 

“Under no circumstances will I discuss 
the agreement before a copy of it has 
reached me. It would be most unfair and 
Most djscourteous for me to do so. Speak- 
ing generally, however, I would say that 
ff an agreement can be made by which 
an election law will be given to the peo- 
ple of Kentucky, through the operation 
of which a fair election and an honcst 
count are assured to the citizens of this 
state, no personal ambition of mine will 
be allowed to stand in the way.” 

After the three gentlemen who brought 
the agreement had retired Governor Tay- 
lor remained alone in his office with 
the copy of the agreement. He, studied 
It carefully, went over its several pro- 
visions in an exhaustive manner and late 
in the afternoon declared that he would 
take no action whatever until] tomorrow. 

“I wish to see my attorneys,” said he, 
“and to consult with them about certain 
forms of ihe agreement before I announce 
my intention. I will not say what I in- 
tend to do until after I have 
legal advice.” 

The consultation of the attorneys was 
held tonight in Governor Taylor's office 
Gnd adjourned at a late hour. 

Senator Blackburn, who returned this 
Morning from Louisville, expressed him- 
Self tonizht as being confident that the 
entire trouble would be settled peacc- 
fully. 

Blackburn Sure of Victory. 

“It is entirely natural,’ said he, “that 
the other side should wish ‘to take time 
t consider the agreement and to pre- 
bare its statement to be issued at the 
Same time the signature is affixed. I 
have no knowledge of what will be done, 
but I tirmly believe that the agreement 
Will be accepted substantially as adopted 
by the members of the Louisville confer- 
€nee and that all chances of trouble will 
be avoided.”’

President Collier Talks. 

Mr. Collier was seen yesterday and 
talked at length of the proposed enter- 
prise. He prefaced his remarks by the 
statement that he had no intention of 
running for any office. He said: 

“During the past three or four weeks I 


have been approached by a number of my 
friends who have asked me to run for 


various offices, including that of clerk of 
the superior court. Al] thoughts of run- 
ning for office have been dismissed from 


my mind for the reason that I have de- 
termined, through the influence and 
agency of the Atlanta Business Men’s 
League, to devote all of my time to a 
movement which I think will result in 
incalculable good to the city of Atlanta— 
the establishment of a large cotton fac- 
tory here that will give an opportunity 
to small investors. I do not mean a 
small mill with a capital stock of $100,000, 
but a Jarge plant that will necessitate an 
outiay of $1,000,000 and that ‘will give €m- 
ployment to several_hundred hands. 

“Atlanta has not taken her proper 
place in the manufacture of cotton. The 
establishment of such a mill would, I am 
gure, pave the way for others and be the 
direct means of building up the city’s 
industries to an extent hitherto unthought 
of. The constant cry is heard that At- 
lanta has no industries. Let a factory of 
the kind the Business League intends 
pushing once get under way and the 
same plan will suggest itself to manu- 
facturers in other lines, 

“The south is logically the place for 
the manufacture of cotton. Atlanta, as 
the most progressive city in the south, 
should take the lead in this direction. It 
has been estimated that it is possible to 
work a bale of cotton into cloth in Co- 
lumbus, Ga., at less cost that it takes to 
put that bale of cotton down at the mills 
in Lowell. This estimate was made by 
William H. Young, of Columbus, and I 
have no doubt of the correctness of his 
figures, Certain it is that cotton mills 
pay when managed properly. The Eagle 
and Phenix mills in Columbus paid 6 per 
cént the ‘first year of operation. I have

debts of the fair were settled there still 
remains in the treasury over $1,000. 

Not only was the fair a financial suc- 
cess, but it had the effect of rejuvenat- 
ing the State Agricultural Society and 
stimulating a healthy interest in the new- 
est movements along agricultural, me- 
chanica] and educational lines throughort 
the entire state. This interest has made 
itself manifest in many directions al- 
ready. 

Permanent Fair in Atlanta. 

As a direct result of the great success 
of the Atlanta fair it now seems certain 
that a local association will be formed 
for the purpose of holding a fair in the 
cy every fall. This project is now be- 
ing discussed by the league and will doubt 
less take definite shape soon. 

The second movement of the Atlanta 
Business Men's League was the forma- 
tion of the Southern Industrial League, 
which brought to Atlanta at its first 
convention last summer over 300 promi- 
nent merchants from all parts of the 
south, many of whom have since patron- 
ized the wholesale merchants of this city 
exclusively where they formerly did all 
their buying in New York and other 
cities. The organization of the Southern 
Industrial League entailed a vast amount 
of work, and the expense, *which was 
considerable, was borne by the league. 
The plan to establish a national park 
in Atlanta originated in the league, and 
all the work that has been done in this 
important matter was accomplished 
through its officers and at its own ex- 
pense. Indications now are that Atlanta 
will eventually get the appropriation and 
that the park will be located in this city. 
If iz does, the city of Atlanta will have 
the league to thank for its magnificent 
work in the preparation of elaborate 
prospectuses and other matters. 

In addition to these matters, the league 
has accomplished good work in behalf 
of the local manufacturers. In several 
instances manufacturers complained to 
the league that they were unable to get 
street improvements in the vicinity of 
their plants and that in consequence 
they were greatly hampered. The league 
took these matters up at once and the 
street committee of the city council at 
once had the work done. Other impor- 
tant matters have been tthe securing of 
a@ number of conventions for the city 
and the establishment of an industrial 
exchange by which investors have been 
brought directly in contact with those 
who offered chances for investment. 

All of the foregoing has been accom- 
plished in the brief space of less than 
one year. The building of the cotton fac- 
tory may properly be classed in the 
year’s work, as all plans will have been 
completed before the anniversary of the 
league’s birthday. 

Hon. Charles A. Collier is president of 
the league. President Collier is one of 
Atlanta’s best known and most promi- 
nent citizens, and ‘the success of the 
league has been largely due to his efforts. 
Mr. Collier has’ been at various times 
the director general of the Cotton States 
and International exposition, president of 
the Piedmont exposition, mayor of At- 
lanta, chairman of the county commis- 
sioners, and is now a member of the 
Lafayette monument committee. He re- 
cently resigned the vice presidency of the 
Capital City bank, a position he had held

There Will Be No Consolidation. 
Some time ago a proposition was made 
looking to the consolidation of the cham- 
ber of commerce and the business league, 
and frequent meetings were held with 
this end in view. 

A basis of consolidation was reached 
at the last of these meetings. This basis 
was contingent on the city appropriating 
a sufficient sum of money each year to 
help maintain the organization. The mat- 
ter was brought to the attention of the 
finance committee of council,“but that 
body either ignored the matter altogether 
or refused to grant the appropriation. 

Owing to the fact that the income of 
the chamber of commerce is nominal, and 
that the yearly dues of the business 
league are not more than is sufficient to 
meet its fixed expenses, it was not seen 
how an absorption of one organization 
by the other would be of benefit finan- 
cially, especially as the majority of the 
league’s members are also members of the 
chamber of comrierce. 

It was, therefote, decided at a meet- 
ing held last Monday to abandon all ne- 
gotiations of a consolidation, and the 
two organizations will remain separate 
and distinct. 


SIGNS WRONG NAMES TO PAPER

LONDONERS AT MERCY OF RUMORS

London, February 7, 4:20 a. m.—Lord 


Roberts has caused to be distributed in the 


towns bordering wpon the invaded colonial 
territory an invitation to Free Staters and 
Transvaalers to go into the desert, offer- 
ing them good treatment and a restora- 
tion to their farms on the British’ occupa- 
tion of republican territory. 

The manffesto guarantees that thos? 
bringing horses can sell them. Foreigners 
will have their passage paid to Europe. 
Colonial rebels are advised to surrender 
in preference to being taken prisoners, 
Not a word has been received from the 
correspondents with Generad Buller for 
three days. It is as thecugh Natal had 
been wiped off the miap, except the helio- 
gram from Ladysmith saying that the 
Boers are cannonading and that ‘‘fighting 
is going on.”’ 

General MacDonald, with 4,000 infantry, 4 
cavalry and artillery, threatens the Boef 
right at Magersfontein. This is the first 
sign of activity on the part of Lord 
Methuen for some weeks and doubtless 
has relation to the movement of the Brit- 
ish further east. 

' People Uneasy of Rumors. 
This hoping, fearing, doubting nation re- 
mains at the mercy of every wild rumor. 
The impression that General lBuller's 
forces are fighting will not die ost, in 
spite of the continuous asseverationg of 
the war office that it has no news to con- 
firm that belief. 

From Cape Town, under toda7's date, 
comes the statement that up to this 
morning nothing has been heard theré 
regarding General Buller’s re-crossing the 
Tugela river, while Field Marshal Lord 
Roberts, in a dispatch dated Monday, 
February 5th, reports no change in the 
situation. In view of the latter’s dis- 
patches, it seems hard to credit the cir- 
cumstantial reports of the engigement of 
General Buller’s tmops. The common 
sense now almost incirres toward the de- 
cision that these are due to the wish be- 
ing father to the thought. Supposition 
upon such a basis is utterly futile. The 
complete silence from the front and «at 
home may be significant, as the wiseacres

PROBLEMS OF WAR DISCUSSED. 


Spenser Wilkinson Writes of the 
Situation. 

London, February 7.—In the absence of 
war news this morning Spenser Wilkin- 
son, in The Morning Post, discusses the 
problem of arming the national ‘home. 
He says: 

“There is now such excitement and 
widespread interest in the army and its 
management that the nation has itself to 
thank if the solving of the problem 
should not be the history of the next few 
months.”’ . 

He proceeds to argue that ‘‘conscrip- 
tion would be walueless unless the gen- 
eral management of the army ‘were first 
remodeled.’”’

Mr. Burns—If ‘you take exception to 
*“‘pothouse,’* Mr. Speaker, I withdraw it 
and substitute “‘stock exchange.”’ 

Balfour Praises Chamberlain. 

Mr. Balfour, who, on rising, was loudly 
cheered, said: 

“What is the object of the amend- 
ment? What is it likely to attain? One 
might have expectéd that ‘the war office 
would be attacked, but that is not the 
case. I am driven to the conclusion that 
the amendment is an attack upon the 
colonial secretary. Well, the colonial sec- 
retary may well ignore these persistent 
attackg The right honorable gentleman 
may remember that it has been during 
his term of office as colonia] secretary 
that the British empire as a whole has 
first shown its full consciousness of what 
it is and of what its destinies are, (Loud 
cheers.) ‘ 

“Others have certainly labored to this 
result, but it is in no small degree owing 
to the great administrative abilities of 
the right honorable gentleman, the colo- 
nial secretary, that the dramatic moment 
has occurred, for the first time in our 
history, when every British colony has 
joined the mother country to carry out a 
great imperial work, and when all these 
petty and contemptible charges are buried 
in the oblivion they so well deserve, the 
name of the right honorable gentleman 
will be forever associated with that great 
movement in our history.’’ 


Opposition Not Patriotic, 

Mr. Balfour went on to accuse the Op- 
position of wishing to oust the govern- 
ment, a suggestion that was received 
with considerable laughter. He com- 
mented upon the diversity of views in the 
opposition ranks. 

“Is the opposition,” he asked, “wise or 
patriotic: What the country has to fear 
is foreign nations, and the Transvaal pols 


iticians may think they can find their op-. 


rortunity in our dissensions. The house 
of commons cannot do much to help our 
arms, but this it can do—it can show that 
behind cur guns in the field there is a 
united country.’’ (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Balfour, ih closing, appéaled to the 
members, irrespective of party, to rise 
to the “height reached by those we rep- 
resent.”” He declared that if they did 
this, then, in a short time, the empire 
would issue from the struggle “stronger 
not only in the consciousness of its 
strength, but in the eyes of the civilized 
world’’ He resumed his seat amid pro- 
longed cheering. 

When the division bell rang the Irish 
members rcse in a body and left the 
house without voting. Several liberals 
abstained. Some others voted with the 
government, as did also Sir Edward 
Clark, member for Plymouth. Mr. As- 
quith voted with sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman for the amendment.

DISPENSARY RULES TO CHANGE 


Old Board of Control in South Caro- 
lina Abolished. . 

Columbia, S. C., February 6.—The state 
board of liquor control is to. be abolished 
and the management of the dispensary to 
be radically changed, The senate bill to 
provide a new system of government was 
passed in the house today, and the goy- 
ernor will approve the act. 

The vote in the house was 77 to 24 in fa- 
vor of abolishing the board. The action 
of the general assembly is the result of 
dissatisfaction all over the etate caused 
by lack of harmony in the present board. 
There were no charges of open dishonesty 
in the speeches today, but it was plainly 
asserted that the factiona] fight among 
the members of the board had hurt the 
state, 

The bill provides that three directors 
of unquestioned character are to be elect- 
ed for a term of two years instead of five 
years as at present. The commissioner or 
superintendent, elected by the board here- 
tofore, and the cause of all the dissen- 
Sion, is to be elected by the general as- 
sembly and given power to appoint em- 
ployees, a right denied him now. He is to 
receive a salary of $5,000 per annum, 

There are other features of the present 
law which will be amended, but the main 
issue igs settle@ until the democratic pri- 
mary this summer, when dispensary, pro- 
hibition and local option will each have a 
ticket for state officials. Some members 
opposed to the dispensary voted for the 
bill today as better than the law now in 
force, knowing that prohiwition or local 
option could not pass the senate.

Young Dentist Grows Deepondent 
Over Domestic Affairs and 
Ends His Own Life. 


Cedartown, Ga., February 6.—(Gpecial.) 
Dr. E. B. Marshall, Jr., a prominent 
young dentist, shot himself through the 
brain last night while alone in his room 
gt the Wright hotel. 

The lifeless body was discovered this 
morning about 7:30 o’clock, after an en- 
trance into his room over the transom, 
with a bullet hole over his right ear, his 
brains oozing out and a 32-caliber revolver 
in his hand. The pillow was saturated 
with blood, as was the bed. He had ‘un- 
dressed himself, and his position when 
discovered showed no signs of a tremor 
after the fatal shot. 

Dr. Marshall had resided here three 
years, and was doing a lucrative bus'- 
ness as a dentist, being a son of Dr. E. B. 
Marsha!!, one of the leading dentists of 
Rome. 

For some time the domestic relations 
of Dr. Marshall have been of the un- 
pleasant kind and this had greatly de- 
pressed him. It is also said that he had 
contracted the morphine habit, which had 
grown to a considerable degree lately, 
and for some weeks he had tried to miti- 
gate his feelings in drink. For the past 
few days he repeatedly remarked that 
he could not live under the strain he 
was undergoing and threatened to kill 
himself. 

His wife left Cedartown the 20th of 
last November and is now in Newport, 
Ark. She had corresponded regularly 
with her husband, and in his room this 
morning a letter from her, with his reply 
thereto, was found on his table. On top 
of these two letters was a note, unad- 
dressed, which bore this statement: 

“I cannot endure this any longer. God 
will take care of me. My conscience is 
clear in the matter.”’ 

These last acts showed that the awful 
deed was carefully planned. He had 
brooded over his troubles and grown des- 
perate and crazed. An intimate friend of 
his, E. A. Lowry, was with him in his 
room about 8 o’clock and tried to cheer 
him up, but he gave way to his gloom, 
and in the stillness of midnight sent a 
leaden messenger whirling through his 
brain. His father’s family in Rome was 
notified and came to Cedartown on the 
morning train. 

The remains were taken to Rome this 
afternoon for interment, accompanied by 
two brothers and other friends. 

The affair is the most shocking that 
Cedartown has known in years.

Many of our esteemed contempora- 
ries have been engaged for some time 
in wondering and discussing what pub- 
lic man should be placed on the demo- 
cratic ticket with Mr. Bryan. We have 
seen various suggestions, ranging from 
Belmont to Hogg and back again, but 
we have seen no mention made of one 
who seems to be the most available in 
the long list of democratic availables. 

We refer to Amos J. Cummings, who 
is a member of congress from the city 
of New York. Can any of our contem- 
poraries, even the most captious, find 
anything the matter with Amos Cum- 
mings? He is one of the most useful 
and influential democrats in congress. 
He was born ademocrat of Georgia an- 
cestry and has never been anything 
else. The beginnings of his career gave 
him a close acquaintance with and a 
rare sympathy for the common people, 
and he has never permitted success to 
take him far from them. Their inter- 
ests have been his interests. 

He knows how to sympathize with 
the workinemen, for he has been one 
of them. He began life in Georgia as 
a printer and has never been unfaithful. 
to his sympathies for those who earn 
their living by the sweat of their brow. 
His success as a journalist took him 
out of the ranks of journeymen printers 
and he is still a member of T'ypograph- 
ical Union No. 6 in the city of New 
York. He is a democrat in all his feel-

Fortunately, however, one need go 
no further than our own state for a 
| similar condition which has been 

worked out to disprove the claim of de- 
preciation. The state of Georgia owns 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
which for twenty years had been 1leas- 
ed at $25,000 a month. In 18S0 a prop- 
osition was made to parallel this road 
by an extension of the East Tennes- 
‘see, Virginia and Georgia railroad to 
Atlanta. Every argument now used 
against the Seaboard extension in 
Richmond was then made with even 
greater force against the East Ten- 
nessee extension. An_ enlightened 
policy prevailed, however, and the East 
Tennessee pushed through, so close 
along the line of the state road in 
places that their trains could run races. 

What was the result financially? For 
the eight years between 1875 to 1882, 
when the state road had the absolute 
monopoly, the aggregate earnings were 


| $10.195,912.09, or $1,274,489.01 average 


per annum. 

Then the Kast Tennessee came and 
the state road. under the strain of com- 
petitidn, earned for the eight years 
from 1883 to 1890 $10,389,523.45, or 
$1,298 690.43 per annum. 

An inereased revenue, besides the 
gain to the state of a new railroad 
system, opening up new business op- 
portunities and paying wages to thou- 
sands of employees. 

The twenty-year lease at $25,000 per 
month expired and the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis Railroad Com- 
pany, acting on cold business princi- 
‘nles, took the new lease at an in- 
creased rental of $35,000 per month. 

Let the Virginia legislature, there- 
fore, imitate the wisdom of the Geor- 
gia legislature of 1880 and before five 
years are over the man who would pro- 
pose to sell the state’s stock in the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Poto- 
mae road would be retired to private 
life. 

In politics as in Dusiness, the open 
and progressive way is the one which 
pays. There is not a railroad man 
in Georgia today who would vote to 
wipe out the East Tennessee line be~ 
tween Atlanta and Chattanooga. There 
is room enough for all, a condition 
which is as true of Virginia as it 
is of Georgia. 

Let the Seaboard build its new sys- 
tem all the way from Virginia to Ala- 
bama: let it link the various lines pro- 
posed to be joined into one great trunk 
system, and let none of the states di- 
rectly interested throw the slightest 
obstacle in the way. It would be a 
shortsighted policy which would 4p- 
prove of such a course, and the state 
responsible for such interference would 
not deserve any better fate than to 
lose its position in the march of prog- 
ress and material development. 

The Southern railway is a great sys- 
tem and is doing a wonderful work in 
the development of the south. It should 
be encouraged by public support in 
every effort looking to the improve- 
ment of its facilities and the better- 
ment of its condition. It has received 
fair treatment at the hands of the 
state of Georgia and should receive 
similar treatment from every other 
southern state. It has very wisely re- 
fused to take any active part in op- 
posing the development of the proposed 
Seaboard consolidation, and it cannot 
afford to take such position. It has 
nothing to lose from the competition of 
a rival system, for as in the case of 
the Western and Atlantic, such com- 
petition will result in increased reve- 
nucs in which its business improves 
in proportion to the increased energy 
of the contending elements which will 
develop new business and thus benefit 
the whole south.

The Kentucky Compromise. 


The bullet that the republican assas- 
sin fired at Goebel hit the mark, but it 
also hit another mark, a target for 
which it was not intended. It not only 
killed Goebel, but it struck the repub- 
lican party of Kentucky in a vital spot

The Seaboard Extension. 


The proposed extension of the Sea- 
board Air-Line railroad from Rich- 
mond to Washington, by paralleling 
the Richmond, Fredericksburg and 
Potomac is an enterprise to which the 
legislature of Virginia should interpose 
no obstacle. 

Conjointly with the Southern Rail- 
way Company the Seaboard Air-Line 
furnishes the means by which the traf- 
fic and commerce of the southern states 
finds its way into the east. An empire 
in territory and people requires ade- 
quate power of transportation; other- 
wise it would come to a standstill and 
improvement would cease. It is a mis- 
take to suppose that a railroad should 
not have competition, because the his- 
tory of all competition is that it creates 
a center of industry in which all pros- 
per, while the place devoid of com- 
petition has neither trade nor encour- 
agement for it. 

The Seaboard Air-Line is one of the 
two lines which point the way into the 
east, and it is practically blocked in 
Richmond. The company, in order to 
reach Washington, must parallel the 

Richmond, Fredericksburg and Po- 
tomac,.and now asks the stiate of Vir- 
ginia for the necessary charter. This 
extension is opposed by the old com- 
pany on the ground that it would, by 
_ dividing the business, jessen its earning 
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control of the state, as the result of the 
Louisville compromise, which cannot

We 
do not admire its scope and purposes, 
| and we do not indorse its objects, but 
it is for the most part a copy of the 
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| that state we hear no hue and cry 
against it on the part of republicans. 
Why is this? We think the law is 4 
bad one because it practically takes 
the results of elections out of the hands 
of the people and makes it possible for 
partisans to undo the verdict of the 
people. But if it is bad in Kentucky, 
why is it not also a bad law in Vir- 
ginia? ° 

It should be amended and modified 
so that the will of the voters should 
be carried out. A free ballot and 4 
fair count should be secured every- 
where and at all elections. But it 
should be borne in mind that Mr. 
Goebel reaped no advantages from the 
election law in his campaign. The elec- 
tion itself was in the hands of the re- 
publicans, and we may be sure that 
they seized the opportunity and worked 
it for all it was worth. 

That this is true is shown by the 
anxiety of the republican claimant to 
violate all law as well as precedent in 
the matter of contested elections. It 
is the constitution of the state, and not 
the Goebel law, which places in the 
hands of the legislature the power to 
investigate and decide gubernatorial 
contests. Is it likely that a man, know- 
ing that he had a clear title to the 
office of. governor would resort to all 
sorts of unlawful expedients to throw 
obstacles in the way of the body select- 
ed . by the organic law to decide the 
matter? The election commissioners, 
nearly all democrats, gave Taylor the 
certificate of the returns. What moral 
right did the republican candidate have 
for supposing that the legislature, 
though democratic, would proceed to 
defraud him of his rights as the result 
of an investigation? 

The whole attitude of the republican 
claimant from the beginning of the 
contest is that of a man who is gnx-

investigation. On any other theory his 
movements have no plausibility. They 
are mysterious and inexplicable.

Recently these suggestions have taken 
such shape in connection with one of 
the most important of our county af- 
fairs that he feels forced to make a 
statement, the disclosure of which, 
besides its value as news, is of great 
material importance to the people at 
large. Mr. Collier admits the claims 
which have been made upon him to 
re-enter the political arena, but he 
takes the public so far into his confl- 
dence as to state that he has in hand 
a business prospect of so vast a scope 
that he would have to chose which 
one to pursue, to the abandonment of 
the other. That project is the erection 
of a million-dollar cotton mill for At- 
lanta. 

As president of the Atlanta Business 
Men’s League Mr. Collier has studied 
out the needs of the city. The gen- 
tlemen connected with that institution 
have observed the fact that cotton \is 
now, more than ever, master of the sit- 
uation, and that that business center 
which offers the best market to the 
farmer is the one which will reap the 
ultimate reward. When New Orleans 
and Houston pay 8 cents; when the 
same-is true of Griffin, Spartanburg and 
other towns, Atlanta has lagged behind 
and has been mortified to find her quo- 
tation from 1-4to1-2c per pound be- 
hind other places. In other words, At- 
lanta has not been alive to the revolu- 
tion which was going on all around 
her. 

The discussions of the Business 
Men’s League have led to the resolu- 
tion to be in the spot market 
hereafter. It is proposed to manufac- 
ture in Atlanta the raw cotton receipts 
and to ship the manufactured goods in- 
stead. It is to this work that Mr. Col- 
lier proposes to devote himself, and 
the first movement will be the erection 
of a one million-dollar mill, which will 
set in motion the wheels of progress 
and stir up Lhe latent enthusiasm of 
Atlanta. 

An era of manufacturing develop- 
ment has come upon us, in which the 
markets are hedged about by no tra- 
dition. American commerce with the 
islands and countries of the Pacific 
shows a greater gain in the year 1899 
than that with any other part of the 
world. Our total exports increased 
$20,000,000, and our exports to Asia 
and Oceanica alone increased more 
than $19,000,000; our total imports 
increased $164,000,000, and $48,000,000 
of the increase was from Asia and 
Oceanica. Exports to Asia and Ocean- 
ica increased 27 per cent while imports 
from that part of the world increased 
40 per cent. Of this increase of $19,000,- 
000 in exports to Asia and Oceanica 
more than $6,000,000 went to British 
Australasia, $4,000,000 to the Hawaiian 
Islands and $4,000,000 to China and the 
rest was distributed to the various 
countries and islands of that part of 
the Western Pacific, while of the im- 
ports from Asiaand Oceanica $12,009,- 
000 were from the Dutch East Indies, 
$11,000,000 from Japan, $9,000,000 from 
the British East Indies, $7,000,000 from 
China and $6,000,000 from Hawaii. of 
the increase in exports the large pro- 
portion was in cotton, cotton goods 
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and other manufactures. The increase 
in our exports to China was largely 
in manufactures of cotton. This, then,

Washington, February 6.—The presidern~ 
has appointed Circuit Judge Taft, of Cin- 
cinnati, chairman of the Philippine com- 
mission. He will sail from San Fran- 
cisco some time after March 16th. Judge 
Taft’s place in the sixth judicial circuit 
will be filled by Judge Severance, of 
Michigan. 

The appointment of Judge Taft marks 
the first selection for the new Philippine 
commission. There will be five members 
on the commission and’all of them will 
be civilians. R 

Mr. Schurman, president of the exist- 
ing commission, has declined, for busi- 
ness reasons, to remain on ‘tthe commis- 
sion, so Judge Taft will be president in 
his place. Mr, Denby and Professor W or- 
cester have been invited to accept reap- 
pointment, but so far have not signified 
their intentions. 

Admiral Dewey will not go back to 
Manila and General Otis will give way, 
like him, to a civilian. Secretary Root 
said today that no instructions had yet 
been framed for the new commission, 
but it would be easy to perceive from the 
sentiments set outin the president’s mes- 
sage on the subjact what these instruc- 
tions would be, 

Judge Taft called at the war depart- 
ment today in company with Judge Day, 
late secretary of state, and had a long 
talk with Secretary Root as ‘to the plans 
for the commission. As some _ surprise 
had been caused by the willingness of 
Judge Tafit to surrender a life position 
of the dignity and emolument of United 
States circuit judge to join the commis- 
sion, it may be said that the prevalent 
impression is that as soon as the com- 
mission shall have succeeded in replac- 
ing the existing military government in 
the islands with stable civil government 
Taft will be named as the first 
civil governor general of the archipel- 
ago. 

It is not thought that this change will 
take place at once, but the commission 
is expected to move steadily toward that 
object and to set up local civil govern- 
ments as fast as the Filipinos shall dem- 
onstrate their worthiness.

CORNISH GROWS NERVOUS 


Lawyer Weeks Begins His Argument 
for the Defense. 


DECLARES PROOFS POINT TO CORNISH 


The Boldest and Most Sensational 
Turn in the Famous Murder 
Trial Took Place Yesterday. 


New York, February 6.—Counsel for Ro- 
land B. Molineux, charged with murder- 
ing Mrs. Katherine J. Adams by poison 
sent to Harry Cornish, in December, 1898, 
touk a ‘bold Gnd unexpected step today, 
announcing that the defense would sub- 
mit no evidence. 

Last night Bartow S. Weeks, counsel for 
Molineux, stated that the defense would 
consume less time than the prosec ition, 
but it had been the general expectation 
that many witnesses wculd be called, in- 
cluding Handwriting Expert Carvalho and 
a number cf persuns who wold attack 
the character cf Harry Cornish. 

In three notable poison trials in this 
city, those of Carlisle Harris, Meyer and 
Mrs, Fleming, the defense caJled no wit- 
nesses. Harris anil Meyer were convicted 
and executed and ‘Mrs. Fleming went free. 

Mr. Weeks began his summing up today 
and had not finished when court adjourn- 
ed. He spoke with great earnestness and 
the jury listened to him intently. He told 
of his long personal friendship with Moli- 
neux and he attacked Harry Cornish bit- 
terly. \ 

The tenor of his argument was that the 
proofs point2d more strcngly to Cornish 
as the murderer than to Molineux. Moli- 
neux’s father, mother and wife were in 
court, as was Cornish, who was visibly 
nervous. Molineux secmed cool and col- 
lected. Only one person cculd have- had 
the silver holder, said Mr. Weeks. 

No Evidence Against Defendant. 

“Only one person hod thcse particular 
articles contained in the box. If they 
could have proved to you that they nad 
been in his posscssicn. then you would 
not have be2n hong in making up your 
mind. But there is atsolute, positive and 
indisputable evidence that the:man who 
bought that silver bottle holder was not 
the defendant.’’ Mr. Weeks then discuss- 
ed the experts. He said: 

“Is it reasonable to believe that twelve 
sensible jurors will send this man to his 
death on the testimony of these experts? 
By these experts in handwriting they ex- 
rected to prove beyond a reasonable doubt

In 
1878 he married Hannah, the daughter of 
Baron Rothschild, and heir to his im- 
mense property. Twice In succession he 
won the derby—in 1894 with Ladas and 
in 1895 with Sir Visto.

Lord Roses 
bery’s oratoriecal gifts manifested them- 
Selves at a very early age, and as a mem- 
ber of the house of peers he has often 
been called upon to put these gifts to ac- 
count.. His many public services outsida 
of parliament have won him great thanks. 
Especially did he accomplish good things 
for the city of London while chairman 
of the London county council between 
1889 and 1892. He has been lord rector of 
the universities of Aberdeen and Edin- 
burgh and has done much for educational 
interests in Scotland. His ideas are in the 
main very liberal, and while he has been 
often accused by his opponents with deal- 
ing more in word than in facts, in prac- 
tical life he has been very effective, put- 
ting his ideas to good use. For instance,

Among the places he will visit besides 
Harvard, we can cite: Adelphi college, of 
Brooklyn; Alliance Francaise, New York;

University of California, University of 
Chicago, Columbia, Cornell, Mount Holy- 
oke, Packer institute, of Brooklyn; Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, Princeton, San 
Francisco, Vassar, Wellesley, Wells, Wil- 
liams, Yale university. M. Henri de Reg- 
nier was born at Honfleur, near Havre, 
France, on December 28, 1864. His first 
verses were published in November, 188%, 
under the title of ‘‘Les Lendemains.” This 
debut was not unnoticed, but it was only 
in 1887, with the publication of a collec- 
tion of sonnets entitled “Sites,” that he 
attracted the attention of the literary 
world. M. de Regnier belonged to the 
group of young poets that received the 
name of “‘Decadents’” or “Symbolists,” 
this last name being permanently attach- 
ed to those who recognized Paul Verlaine 
and Stephane Mallarme as leaders. From 
1887, M. de Regnier’s works appear in 
quick succession. The titles of these var- 
ious poems are as follows: ‘Episodes,’

When the Writ of Habeas Corpus 
Was Withdrawn, It Released 
the $1,000 Bond Given to 
the Sheriff by Engineer 
John Ray. 


The contempt proceedings agianst En- 
jineer John Ray, who was sentenced to 
spend five hours in the Tower for re- 
fusipg to answer questions before Com- 
missioner Mark J. McCord on Monday 
morning, took a new and startling turn 
yesterday. 

The habeas corpus proceedings have 
been called off; his bond has thereby been 
relieved and he is not to be found, al- 
though a ‘bailiff from the sheriff’s office, 
one from a justice court and a third at- 
tachment in the hands of another officer 
may be instrumental tn bringing him 
back to testify before the commissioner. 
, The attorneys for the defendant found 
a loophole and now the muchly-wanted 
witness may be beyond the reach of those 
who desire that his depositions be taken 
to be used in the damage case to come up 
in the Catoosa superior court. 

Last morning Engineer Ray 
was taken before Commissioner McCord 
to have his testimony taken. He was in 
charge of the engine when Fireman 
George W. Vaughan came to his death 
and Attorney C, T. Ladsoua, representing 
the plaintiff, considered him an impor- 
tant witness. The train was said to have 
broken loose at Graysville and the back 
portion ran into the other cars. Vaughan 
was said to have been knocked off the 
tender and killed, while Engineer, Ray 
was the nearest eye-witness. 

In order to get his testimony it wags 
necessary that it be taken before a com 
missioner legally authorized to take depo- 
sitions, as he was not a resident of the 
county in which the civil case was to be 
tried. Accordingly he was served with a 
subpoena to appear before the commis- 
sioner, but failed to do so. An attach- 
ment was then taken out and when his 
train arrived in the city several days ago 
he was served. 

Was Fined for Contempt. 

The attorneys for the road took out a 
writ of habeas corpus before Ordinary 
W. H. Hulsey, but when that came on to 
be heard at 19 o’clock Monday Judge 
Hulsey decided that’ the commissioner 
had the right and power to have Ray ap- 
pear before him and dismissed the habeas 
corpus proceedings. Engineer Ray was 
then taken before the commissioner and 
Was fined $10 for contempt. 

He was next placed upon the stand to 
testify, but declined to do so. It was said 
that he was acting upon the advice of the 
Toad’s attorneys, Messrs. Payne & Tye, 
énd Commissioner McCord then fined him 
én additional $5 and sentenced him to 
spend five hours in the Tower for re- 
fusing to testify. 

His sentence was to expire at 5 o'clock 
Monday afternoon and as soon as his 
time was up it was presumed that he 
would be brought back to the commis- 
Sioner's office and another effort made to 
have him testify. In the meantime, how- 
ever, another writ of habeas corpus was 
taken out, this time before-Judge H. M. 
Reid, in the first division of the city 
court. The hearing was set for 3:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

When 5 o’clock arrived, the writ then 
being in force, the engineer Was taken 
in charge iby the sheriff. A suitable bond 
was offered And accepted. It was fixed 
at $1,000 and was signed by Frank Haw- 
kins, It required that Engineer Ray be 
in the courtroom at the houg sét for the 
hearing of the habeas corpus proceedings 
and he then went home for the night. 

During court yesterday morning an or- | 
der from the defendant's attorneys was 
Presented to Judge Reid withdrawing the 

beas corpus proceedings and it was 

Signed by the court. This proceeding 
Was strictly legal, but it also released 
Ray's bondsman from further responsi- 
bility, 

The bond which was given was a guar- 
antee that he would be in court when the 
habeas corpus proceedings were heard, 
‘nd when these were withdrawn there 

* W@s no further use for the bond. <Ac- 

‘ordingly Ray was a free man and could 
Snly be brought back before the commis- 
sioner on another attachment for con- 
tempt. Three such attachments were ts- 
Sued yesterday afternoon by Commis- 
sioner McCord. 

The Meeting in Chambers. 

Promptly at 3:30 o’cluck yesterday 
fternoon Commissioner McCord, Attor- 
ney C. T. Ladson, Sheriff John W. Nelms 
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and Bailiff John G. Ahern, of Justice 
Orr’s court, met in Judge Reid’s cham- 
bers. They were informed that the pro- 
ceedings had been withdrawn and it then 
developed that Engineer Ray was not to 
be found, 

Sheriff Nelms showed the bond that had 
been given, which was considered an ex- 
cellent one, but which, under the cir- 
cumstances, the proceedings which made 
it possible having been dismissed, was of 
no use, 

Mr. Ladson said that he would not be 
satisfied until he had secured the testi- 
mony desired and would maké every ef- 
fort to locate Engineer Ray so as to 
bring him again before the commissioner. 
Bailiff? Ahern requested that the sheriff 
instruct his deputies to be on the lookout 
for Ray and it was determined to issue 
new attachments. 

Commissioner McCord then went back 
to his office and issued these, one of 
which was given to Bailiff Ahern, and an- 
other to one of the sheriff’s bailiff. 

The idea was expressed by those pres- 
ent at the meeting in the judge’s room 
that Ray was then probably outside of 
the state. The outcome of the case will 
doubtless be watched with considerable 
interest. | 


REWARD FOR DIGBY’S SLAYER. 


Governor Offers $200 for the Arrest 
of Wallace Kelly, of Jasper 
County. 


Governor Candler offered a reward of 
$200 yesterday for the arrest with proof 
to convict of Wallace Kelly, of Jasper 
county, the alleged murderer of Thomas 
E. Digby, a prosperous farmer of that 
county. The crime was committed Jast 
Saturday and was of such a dastardly 
nature ‘that the community of Jasper 
county has since made every effort to 
locate the man, who escaped immediate- 
ly after the commission of the deed.

TALBOTT MEETS HIS 
CREDITORS HERE 


Gives Bond on Warrant Charging Him 
with Larceny. 


HE MAY CONTINUE BUSINESS 


Meets Atlanta Creditors and Makes 
Statement of Firm’s Condition. 


MACON CHEDITORS WILL MAKE A REPORT 


Creditors Here Said To Be Favor- 
ably Impressed—Mr. Talbott 
Makes a Statement. 


Ellis M. Talbott, of the brokerage firm 
of Talbott & Palmer, with offices in Ma- 
con and Atlanta, was in Atlanta yester- 
day accompanied by his counsel, Charles 
H. Hall, Jr. The firm of which Mr. Tal- 
bott was the senior member failed last 
week. Mr. Talbott came here for the 
purpose of holding a conference’ with his 
Atlanta creditors and answering a war- 
rant charging him with larceny sworn 
out by 8S. R. Shadden. 

Mr. Shadden alleges that Talbott mis- 
appropriated $297.26 which he advanced 
to buy cotton contracts for future deliv- 
ery. 

Mr. Talbott came to Atlanta voluntarily 
to meet his creditors and face the charges 
contained in the warrant swory, out by 
Mr. Shadden. 

Accompanied by his counsel, he went 
before Justice of the Peace Orr yester- 
day morning and waiving a hearing, 
made bond in the sum of $1,000 and was 
released. 

He also appeared before Justice J. N. 
Bateman, on a charge of larceny after 
trust, preferred against him by J. C. 
Wyatt, but gave bond in the sum of $1,000, 
Captain R. J. Lowry signing as security. 
He was bound over to the superior court. 

S. R. Shadden was seen yesterday. He 
said: 

“The sum due me from Mr. Talbott has 
been greatly exaggerated in some of the 
newspaper stories. I have never said 
that he owed me $1,500 or anything like 
that amount. He owes me about $297. I 
swore out the warrant charging him with 
larceny to protect myself. 4 am perfecitly 
willing to abide by tthe decision reached 
by the other creditors, and believe the 
prospects are good for securing a large 
part or maybe all of my money.” 

In the afternoon at 4 o’clock a meeting 
of:the Atlanta creditors was held in the 
office of Albert Howell, Mr. Talbott’s At- 
lanta attorney. A number of creditors 
and their lawyers were present. 

Mr. Talbott submitted to them a full 
Statement of the affairs of his firm, and 
told them that he had turned over to 
his Macon creditors all of his books and 
accounts. . 

A committee of the Macon creditors is 
now examining the assets of the firm, 
and preparing a report to be sent to all 
the creditors. 

What Mr. Talbott Says. 

Mr. Talbott, when asked about the: con- 
dition of his affairs, stated that he was 
in Atlanta for the purpose of making a 
full statement to his creditors in order 
that they might be in a position to thor- 
oughly understand the condition of his 
affairs. He also stated that in view of 
rumors to the effect that warrants were 
contemplated by certain dissatisfied cred- 
itors, he had voluntarily come to Atlanta 
in order to submit himself to the juris- 
diction of the courts in the event his 
creditors should desire to institute such 
criminal proceedings. P

creditors was held at 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon and a full statement of the 
affairs of Talbott & Palmer was submit- 
ted to his creditors.

Grievances of Telegraphers on the 
Southern Will Be a Matter of Im- 
portant Consideration Today.

Powell, of the same organization, who 
will reach Atlanta vhis morning from 
Washington, where he has been in con- 
ference with Vice President and General 
Manager F, S. Gannon, of the Southern 
railroad, regarding the troubles of the 
agents and operators on that system. 

T, M. Pierson, another of the officers 
of the order, is in the city and today 
there will be a conference of the several 
officers regarding matters affecting the 
interests of the telegraphers on several of 
the big railroad systems of the country 
and a number of matters of importance 
to the order. will be considered. 

Mr. Charles Daniel, of Atlanta, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the or- 
ganization, will meet with the executive 
officers and the plans of the organization 
for the next several weeks will-be dis- 
cussed and President Powell will give di- 
rections on the several matters to come 


up. 

Mr. Dolphin is widely known through- 
out the country, having been connected 
with the Order of Railroad Telegraphers 
several years and having visited all sec- 
tions in the performance of his duties. 
He is a lawyer of considerable reputation 
in the ‘west and is the general counsel 
of the organization, representing it in 
matters of court procedure. It was he 
who conducted the cases against Super- 
intendent Ackley and Chief Train Dis- 
patcher Hill, of the Boston and Maine 
railroad, who were recently arrested at 
Taunton, Mass., on charges of violating 
the Erdman arbitration law by having 
discharged a member of the Order of 
Railroad Telegraphers from the service 
of the railroad company because of such 
membership. 

Superintendent Ackley and Dispatcher 
Hill were indicted by the federal grand 
jury at Boston and put under heavy 
bonds for their appearance before the 
United States court in March. The cases 
will be pushed ‘by the telegraphers, who 
allege that the railroad company vio- 
lated the law by dismissing an employee 
because he held membership in the or- 
ganization.

T MUST BE OPEN AT ALL TIMES 


Secretary Hay Pledges Himself To 
Preserve the Property Rights of 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
in Constructing Nic- 
aragua Canal. 


Washington, Feruary 6.—The following 
is the text of the new treaty negotiated 
between Great Britain and the United 
States in relation to the construction of 
the Nicaragua canal: 

“The United States of America and her 
majesty, the queen of the united king- 
doms of Great Britain and Ireland, em- 
press of India, being desirous to facili- 
tate the construction of a ship canal to 
connect the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, 
an@ to that end remove any objection 
which may arise out of the conven.ion 
of April 19, 180, commonly called the 


Clayton-Bulwer treaty, to’ the construc- 
tion of such canal] under the auspices of | 
States | 


the government of the United 
without impairing the ‘‘general principle’ 
of neutralization established in article 
8 of that convention, have for. that 
purpose appointed as their plenipotenti- 
aries: 

“The president of the United States,

Suez Treaty Followed Out.

Bulwer convention, adopt as the basis of 
such neutralization, the following rules, 
substantially as embodied in the conven- 
tion between Great Britain and certain 
other powers, signed at Constantinople, 
October 29, 1858, for the free navigation 
of the Suez maritime canal, that is to 
Say:

Enthusiastic Meeting at Cham- 
_ ber of Commerce, 


SHERAL SPEECHES MADE 


Trusts and Monopolies Flayed by the 
Speakers, 


MAYOR PRO TEM MAYSON PRESIDED 


Committee Appointed To Formulate 
Plan for Permanent Organiza- 
| tion—Effort Will Be Made 
To Extend Movement to 
Business Centers. 


An enthusiastic anti-trust meeting was 
held in the chamber of commerce build- 
ing last night. Eloquent speakers flayed 
the big monopolies which they declared 
are trying to appropriate all the good 
things to themselves. Steps were taken 
toward effecting a permanent organiza- 
tion to agitate the question, enlighten the 
people, and aid jn every way possible in 
restricting the powers of trusts and mo- 
nopolics. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Mayor Pro Tem. James L. Mayson, who 
explained that the object of the assem- 
blage was to perfect a permanent anti- 
trust organization in Atlanta, and from 
Atlanta to organization 
of similar movements in the business 
centers of Georgia. The aim of the 
movement, he declared, is to aid in re- 
stricting and if possible to cripple trusts. 
He spoke of the national anti-trust con- 
ference which is to be held in Chicago 
on February 12th, 13th and l4th as re- 
sponsible for the anti-trust movement be- 
coming general all over the country. 
The speaker said trusts are of ancient 
origin; that in recent reading he had 
come across one of Solomon’s proverbs 
dealing with the subject, ‘‘Whosoever 
withholdeth corn shall be cursed by the 
people.’ Those ancient people, he said, 
had the idea of trusts, but he wad sure 
Kk Was primitive and that it was only in 
later years that jt had expanded into the 
exquisite details which mark our day. in 
America there are Many anti-trust. laws, 
both national and state, but they are not 
enforced, he declared. Spasmodic efforts 
were made to have them enforced, but 
aw usually amounted to nothing. He 
characterized trusts as a commercial dis- 
ease that has grown up and become 
chronic. 

He called attention to the fact that they 
had reached their power by combining 
and said that they must be overthrown 
by a combination of the people. It was 
the object of the organization, he said, 
lo bring about a combination of the peo- 
ple for this purpose.

Lively Talks Made. 

C. 1, Branan was the first speaker called 
upon by the chairman. He explained the 
mode of operation by which trusts bleed 
the people and make vast sums of money 
through watered stock. He read statistics 
shoWing the actual stock and the enor- 
mous incomes of some of the largest 
fusts and said few people realize what 
&@hoid the trusts have on the country at 
large and even here in Georgia. He 
thought the remedy lay in having good 
Men and good principles in the legislative 
hails of the couniry; this could be secured 
only by waking the people up through 
mevements like that of the meeting. 
Recorder Broyles was the next speak- 
em. He declared that uniess the encroach- 
ments of the trusts are checked in a few 
years a war of extermination will -have 
tO be Waged against them. He likened 
them to an octopus that was crushing 
and taking the very life-blood out of the 
SmMali indusiries. He referred to the death 
Of Goebel and spoke of him as the fore- 
M0st champion of the people, fighting 
always and with all the strength that was 
In him against the combinations and 
trusts. Whether they were responsible for 
Goebel’s death or not, he said, trusts and 
monopolies are high-handed and unscru- 
pulous and stop at nothing that attempts 
to check their progress. He said trusts 
are just as guilty of murder when they 
take the crust from the workingman’s 
mouth and condemn him and his family 
to a lingering death by starvation, as they 
Would be to have him shot down in the 
Street. 

Judge J. K. Hines spoke next. He said 
he believed the congress of the United 
States is run by the power of trusts and 
fombines. He also said he believed the

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OUTLOOK FOR PARK 
CONSIDERED GOOD 


Fact That Bill May Not Pass Now Is 
Not Defeat. 


ABSOLUTELY NO OPPOSITION 


Committeemen Believe They Will Get 
Enough To Begin Work. 


MR. MARTIN TELLS OF THE SITUATION 


National Park Favored Unanimously 
by All the Best-Known Federal 
and Confederate Generals. 


The statement in yesterday’s dispatches 
from Washington to the effect that the 
probability is that the bill appropriating 
money for the establishment of a na- 
tional park at Atlanta will not go 
through this session of congress does not 
necessarily mean that the park will not 
be established. As a matter of fact it is 
expected that.at this session a sufficient 
amount will be procured to protect the 
options on the land until the next ses- 
sion. 

The committeemen who went to Wash- 
ington to urge the passage of the At- 
lanta national park bill feel that a suf- 
ficient sum will be appropriated to begin 
the work. They explained the situation 
here thoroughly and hhave no reason to 
doubt that the committee which has the 
bill in charge will fail to make provision 
for 'the protection of the options. 

Few matters of the kind that have 
been presented to congress have met w:-th 
such universal and unanimous approval 
and the moyement has been indorsed by 
all the most prominent veterans of both 
ithe federal and confed@Q&ate armies in 
the country. 

“The fact that the bill may not go 
through this session,” said Secretary Mar- 
tin, of the Atlanta Business Men's. League, 
yesterday, ‘‘does not mean ‘that there is 
opposition to the establishment of the 
park. On the contrary it has met with 
unanimous approval and not a dissenting 
voice was heard when the matter was 
discussed. In fact, every one was en- 
thusiastic about the park and few meas- 
ures of the kind have received such a 
strong backing. r 

“We believe that enough money will 
be appropriated at this session of con- 
gress to protect the options even if the 
entire amount is net given, and to my 
mind there is no doubt of the ultimate 
establishment of the park. Just at this 
time the government, as a matter of 
policy, desires to spend as little money 
as possible and this will of course stand 
in the way of the Dill. 

“One feature of the bill which has never 
been brought out and which is urged 
as one of the strong reasons why it 
should pass is that it. will stand more 
particularly as a monument to the army 
of tthe west. As is well known, the army 
of the east has two parks in the territory 
where its fighting was done. Of course 
these parks memorialize the deeds of 
armies as a whole, but so far no park 
has yet been established in the territory 
where ithe soldiers from Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, Iowa and other western = states 
fought. The greatest battles in which 
these troops participated were fought on 
the site of ‘the proposed national park. 
The officers and men who participated in 
these battles are enthusiastic over the 
prospects of a park here and the officers 
and men of the eastern army have given 
the movement ‘their unqualified indorse- 
ment and are working for it with a 
will. 

“The outlook is hopeful and the com- 
mittee feels that there is no doubt of 
the ultimate establishment of the park, 
even if the bill does not go through at 
‘this session, and if this happens to be 
the case there is assurance of a sufficient 
amount of money to begin the work 
this year.’’

Railroads Are Suffering from a Lack 
of Equipment. 


Railroads Cannot Handle Business 


as Rapidly as It Develops. 


FREIGHT MEN ARE HOLDING CARS 


Officials Here Allege That Port Lines 
Are “Parking’’ Cars at Other 
Lines for Fertilizer Traffic. 


———————— 


Railroads entering Atlanta in common 
with the other ratlway lines in this sec- 
tion and in the southwest are. suffering 
from a lack of equipment to properly 
hand'e the large amount of business 
coming to them, 

“Car famine’ jig the phrase that best 
describes the situation. 

This condition of affairs has been 
brought about by the Jarge and rapid 
increase of industrial activity in all of 
the southern states. 

A ‘high official in the freight traffic dee 
partment of one of the best known trunk 
lines entering Atlanta said yesterday: 

“We are all suffering from a general 
famine because the extremely 
heavy movement of freight. This move- 
ment is not confined to any.one particu- 
lar point, but is in all directions. Neariy 
all of the cotton factories in our territory 
are working day and night and other 
manufacturing plants are way behind on 
their orders. The heavy movement fs not 
confined, however, to manufactured prod- 
ucts; all sorts of raw material is being

“The only regret we railroad men have 
is that cannot possibly handle the 
business as rapidly as it develops, be- 
cause of a lack of equipment. The prin-
